1) The Applicants' response received on November 27, 2006 is acknowledged and entered. Applicants' election 
with traverse (wherein the traversal will be addressed in the first Office action on the merits) of a probe 
according to claim 3 wherein L3 is a C6 alkylene group and L4 is a PEG phosphate group and a compound 
according to formula I wherein LI is a C6 alkylene group, L2 is a single bond, and R is a hydroxy 1 group is not 
fully responsive because both the probe of formula II and the compound of formula I contain "HS" which has 
not been defined by the applicants. In addition, the specification does not distinctly define "HS". Thus the 
species election is incomplete because applicant did not elect a SINGLE, SPECIFIC SPECIES of a probe and 
of a compound due to the lack of defining "HS" as required.
